HE beft Things bere below are liable to be cor 
rupted, and the better Things ave intheir own Na- 
tures, the more mifchievous are they if corrupted + . 
Books are on all hands allowed to be of 
the greateit Benefit to Mankind: whence I 
infer, that a bad Book mutt be one ot the 
greateft ot Evils. Our Society has been 
always compofed of fuch learned and wor- 
thy Members, as have produced the beft of 
Books themielves, and done what in them 
lay to fupprefs the bad. This Procedure has drawn on them 
the Oppotition of fome Men, whofe Malice infinitely furpaiies 
their Ability : but after all the Pains they have taken, they 
have proved nothing, but that they themfelves have meither the 
reafoning of Men of Senfe, nor the Style of polite Men, nor the fincer:ry 
of bone Men, nor the humanity of Geatlemen, or Men of Letters }- 

hefe Men (it | may fo call them) whenever they have 
been defirous to run down any Book, as low, trivial, and con- 
temptible, have beftowed on it the Epithet of Grub-fircet, as if 
it was a {ufficient Note ot Intamy to fuppefe it to come from 
this Place. But this Paper will abundantly convince the Pub- 
lick of what Dignity, Excellence, and Ufe our Society is; and 
how mean and deipicable our Adverfaries are. The Reafons 
already laid down feem fufhcient to thew, why this Paper 
ought now to be publifhed : it will perhaps be more difficult 
to fatisty the Publick why fomething of this kind never came 
out before. 

It is true indeed, that altho’ this Society has fubfifted many 
Years, yet they have never before publithed any thing as a So- 
ciety.
